FIRST DAY— WEDNESDAY. 

The Conference convened in the Methodist church, 
Statesville, N. C., at 9 o’clock a. m., November 28, 1894, 
Bishop Alpheus W. Wilson, D. D., presiding. 

The opening religious service was conducted by the 
Bishop. 

The Secretary of the last session, 0. G. Montgomery, 
not being present, W. L. Sherrill, Assistant Secretary, 
was requested to call the roll and one hundred and 
eighteen clerical and seventeen lay members answered 
to their names. (See Conference Directory.) 

W. L. Sherrill was elected Secretary, with H. F. 
Chreitzberg Assistant. D. H. Comann was elected 
Recording Secretary. 

The bar was fixed. 

The hours of meeting and adjournment were fixed 
at 9 a. m. and 1 p. m. 

A telegram was received announcing the death of 
Rev. R. L. Abernethv, D. D., of Rutherford College, 
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and Solomon Pool was granted leave of absence to con- 
duct the funeral service.

Under Question 20 the characters of supernumeraries 
and superannuates were passed, and their names referred 
to Committee on Conference Relations, excepting J. R. 
Long, J. D. Carpenter, James Willson and R. G. Barrett, 
supernumeraries, and S. M. Davis and J. F. England, 
superannuates, who were left effective. 

The names of E. J. Eudaily, W. S. Ilaltom, C. D. 
Smith and C. W. King were called, and, upon announce- 
ment that they had died during the year, referred to Com- 
mittee on Memoirs. 

The names of the Presiding Elders were called and 
their characters passed, excepting F. H. Wood, against 
whom W. B Lyda preferred the charge of immorality: 
specification, falsehood. His case was referred to the fol- 
lowing Committee of Investigation appointed bv the 
Bishop: J. R. Bm .ks, W. H. Leith and M. II.

SECOND DAY-THURSDAY. 

November 29, 1894. 

Conference met at 9 a. m., Bishop Wilson in the chair. 

Daniel Atkins conducted the opening devotions. 

The minutes of the previous session were read and 
approved. 

The roll was called and fourteen clerical and eleven 
lay members, absent at yesterday's session, responded. 

On motion, roll call was discontinued for this session. 

A communication from Dr. S. A. Steel, General Sec- 
retary Epworth League, was read and referred to Epworth 
League Committee. 

S. M. Transeau, alternate, was substituted for H. K. 
Boyer, lay delegate, from Mount Airy district. 

Answers were given to Questions 5,7, 10, 12, 14. (See 
General Minutes.) 

Thomas W. Mansfield, having failed in his exam- 
ination on the prescribed course of study, and Andrew J. 
Burrus, not having appeared before the Examining Com- 
mittee, were continued in the class oi the Third Year. 

The sp-cial committee in the case of F. H. Wood 
made the following report, which was adopted: 

“The committee appointed to investigate the charge 
of immorality made in open Conference on yesterday 
against the Rev. F. H. Wood, D. D., begs leave to report 
that after a patient and prayerful investigation of the 
whole matter they unanimously find that a trial is not 
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necessary, and recommend the passage of Brother Wood’s 
character.

Statesville, N. C., November 29, 1894. 

N. M. Lawrence, Superintendent Oxford Orphanage, 
was introduced and addressed the Conference in behalf 
of that institution. 

President John C. Kilgo, of Trinity College, and Pres- 
ident Dred Peacock, of Greensboro Female College, were 
introduced. 

Reports from Trinity College and Davenport College 
were referred, without reading, to tne Board of Education. 

At 11 o’clock Bishop Wilson retired, after calling Dr. 

J. R. Brooks to the chair. 

The Epworth League Committee presented its report 
which was adopted. (See Reports.) In compliance with 
one of its requirements, on motion of P. J. Carraway, a 
Standing Committee on Epworth Leagues was appointed 
tor a term of four years. (See Conference Officers.) 

On motion, the following paper was adopted : 

Resolved , That we greatly appreciate the Christian 
liberality of Mr. Washington Duke, of Durham, in pr^* 
senting this Conference with a check of $250 00 for the 
benefit of our worn-out preachers, and the widows and 
orphans of our deceased ministers. We pray that the 
Lord may reward him in spiritual things, and raise up 
many others to follow his worthy example.

Question 20 was resumed, and the characters of the 
preachers of Greensboro district were passed. 

J. W. Strider was referred to the Committee on Con- 
ference Relations for the supernumerary relation. 

The hour for the special order of the day having 
arrived the Thanksgiving Service was conducted by 
Bishop Wilson, who delivered an appropriate sermon from 
Ephesians 1 : 22. An offering of $74 98 was made for the 
Oxford Orphanage. 

Conference adjourned. 

THIRD DAY— FRIDAY. 

November 30, 1894. 

At 9 o’clock a. m. the Conference was called to order 
by Bishop Wilson. 
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J. C. Rowe conducted the opening religious service. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and 
approved. 

Uuder Question 20 the preachers in the Winston and 
Mount Airy districts were examined and passed. 

T. R. Fulton of the class of the First Year was called, 
and some irregularities in his official administration hav- 
ing been stated by his Presiding Elder, after ample dis- 
cussion of the case the following paper offered by J. W. 
Jones was adopted: 

Resolved , That T. R. Fulton deserves the censure of 
the Conference for his violation of the law of the church, 
though done in ignorance, and that while we do pass his 
character we do it with the demand that he shall not 
lepeat the offenses, and shall bring up his studies next 
year. 

On motion of J. T. Stover the following paper was 
adopted : 

Whereas, It is unjust to use any of the funds col- 
lected for Missions and Conference Claimants to meet 
the expense of publishing our Minutes, be it 

Resolved , That an estimate of the cost of 1 500 copies 
of the Minutes be made and a price for the same be fixed. 

Resolved, That the Conference roll be called and each 
member subscribe and pay for as many copies as he can 
use; and if the amount of money thus raised be insuffi- 
cient to meet cost of publication let the deficiency be met 
by a loan from the Educational fund ; said loan to be 
liquidated so far as additional sales or advertising pat- 
ronage will afford a profit. 

Edward L Bain was duly advanced to class of Second 
Year, and was elected to deacon’s orders. ' 

Question 20 was resumed, and the characters of the 
preachers in the Statesville, Salisbury, Charlotte, Sfcelbv, 
Morganton, Asheville and Franklin districts were exam- 
ined and passed. 

James Willson was referred to Committee on Confer- 
ence Relations for supernumerary relation, as was also 
Jno. C. Troy for the superannuated relation. 

D. R. Yarborough was granted a location at his own 
request. 

A letter from J. C. Troy was read to the Conference. 
A special donation of $51.81 was made to Brother Troy. 

Answer was made to Question 4. (See General 
Minutes.) 
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Jesse P. Rogers having to leave the Conference session 
was ordained deacon. 

Rev. E. E. Hoss, D. D., editor Christian Advocate, and 
W. W. Smith, LL. D., General Secretary Board of Educa- 
tion, were introduced. 

A communication from the General Secretary of 
Board of Education was read and referred to Conference 
Board of Education. 

Dr. J. H. Weaver was called to the chair. 

The time was, on motion, indefinitely postponed, and 
Dr. Smith, General Secretary of Board of Education, 
addressed the Conference with reference to the interests 
placed in his hands. 

The Bishop resumed the chair. 

Notices were given, and at 1 :20 p. m. the benediction 
was pronounced by P. J. Carraway. 



FOURTH DAY— SATURDAY. 

; - * December 1, 1894. 

Bishop Wilson called the Conference to order at 9 
o’clock. 

Opening service was conducted by T. A. Boone. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and 
approved. _ ' . 

Seven were admitted on trial. (See General Minutes.) 

There were other applications, but upon announce- 
ment by the Bishop that there were no places for them, 
they were withdrawn. . , 

The characier of John Franklin Crowell was passed, 
aud he was granted a location at his own request. 

On motion of R. S. Webb the following resolution 
was adopted : 

Resolved, That the presiding Bishop, A. W. Wilson, 
be requested to draw upon L. W. Crawford, Treasurer of 
the Conference Trustees for one hundred and ninety-eight 
dollars and seventy-five cents ($198.75) to be paid to J. 
A. Odell, Treasurer of Joint Board of Finance, for distri- 
bution among the Conference claimants.' 

Answers were given to Questions 17, 48. See Gen- 
eral Minutes.) 

Dr. W. S. Creasy was called to the chair. 

Dr. E. E Hoss and Dr. T. H. Law addressed the Con- 
ference. - 
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Rev. Dr. Painter, missionary of the Presbyterian 
Church to China, was introduced. 

The Bishop resumed the chair. 

Rev. Dr. Lambuth, Missionary Secretary, was intro- 
duced and addressed the Conference on the subject of 
Missions 

Answer was given to Question 6. (See General 
Minutes.) 

Report of Committee on Temperance was adopted. 
(See Reports.) 

Report of Bellwood Institute was presented and 
referred. 

Leave of absence was granted J. H. Heitman. 

Announcements were made. 

Conference adjourned in usual form. 



FIFTH DAY— MONDAY MORNING. 

December 3, 1894. 

At 9 o’clock Conference was called to order by Bishop 
Wilson. 

H. F. Chreitzberg conducted the devotional exercises. 

The minutes of Saturday’s session were read and 
adopted. 

On motion the Presiding Elders were authorized to 
give employment to any applicants for admission on trial 
who were not received. 

The Bishop presented certificate of ordinations giv- 
ing answers to Questions 9, 11, 13, 15. (Spe General 
Minutes.) 

The candidates for Elders’ orders were presented by 
H. F. Chreitzberg. The Epistle was read by W. R. Bar- 
nett, and thn Gospel by J. R. Brooks. H. F. Chreitzberg, 
J. R. Brooks, W. S. Creasy and G. W. Ivey assisted in 
laying on of hands. 

The Committee on Memoirs submitted the following 
report, giving answer to Question 19, which was adopted : 

A memorial service was held on Sunday afternoon at 
3 o’clock at the Methodist Church. 

The opening exercises were conducted by W. S. Creasy. 

Memoirs were read as follows: That of Rev. Elisha 
J. Eudaily by P. L. Terrell ; Rev. Cornaro Drayton Smith, 
D. D , by J. W. Bowman ; Rev. Caswell W. King by J. B. 
Tabor; Rev. Willis S. Haltom by W. S. Creasy. 
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Fitting eulogies were pronounced upon each of the 
departed brethren by W. R. Barnett, D. Atkins, J. R. 
Brooks and A. P. Tyer, respectively. The last address was 
by Paul J. Carraway. (For Memoirs see Appendix.) 

Report of Committee on Books and Periodicals was 
presented and adopted. (See Reports.) 

The Board of Church Extension submitted its report. 
(See Reports.) 

The Committee on District Conference Journals made 
report, which, after some alterations, was adopted (See 
Reports.) 

The Joint Board of Finance submitted report No. 1, 
which was adopted, and the funds distributed to the sev- 
eral Claimants in open Conference. (See Reports.) 

The Board of Education submitted report No. 1. On 
motion, the last resolution was stricken out, and the 
report was adopted. Report No. 2 was submitted and 
adopted. ( See Reports. ) 

J. P. Reynolds and J. R. Long were referred to the 
Committee on Conference Relations for the supernumer- 
ary relation. 

On motion of W. L. Sherrill, H. F. Chreitzberg was 
elected Editor and Publisher of the Minutes. 

The Board of Colportage presented its report. On 
motion, that part referring to T. J. Gattis as Conference 
Colporter after the ensuing year was stricken out. The 
report was adopted. (See Reports.) 

The Committee on Bible Cause reported, and it was 
adopted after amending that part referring to the time of 
taking collections. (See Reports.) 

On motion, it was resolved that when Conference 
adjourn it be to meet at 3 p. m. 

Conference adjourned.

Reidsville was selected as the place for holding the 
next session of Conference. 

J. D. Carpenter was referred to Committee on Con- 
ference Relations for the superannuated relation. 

Report of Sunday-school Board was submitted and 
adopted. (See Reports.) 

Resolution looking to the holding of Annual Confer- 
ence one week earlier was lost. 

Report of Board of Missions making appropriations 
to the charges aided by the Board was made. (See Re- 
ports.) 

The Statistical and Financial Secretaries made report 
giving answers to Questions 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 
29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 37, 38. ( See General Minutes. ) 

The Committee on Conference Relations made a sup- 
plemental report recommending J. R Long, J. P. Rey- 
nolds, J. D. Carpenter for the supernumerary relation, 
which was adopted. 

The following paper was unanimously adopted : 

Resolved , That the thanks of this Conference be ten- 
dered Bro. C. G. Montgomery for his uniform kindness 
and faithful services as Secretary of this body for the 
past four years. (Signed) A. P. Tyer,

Report No. 1. 

The Board of Education would submit the following report : 

We have endeavored to inquire into the state and character of 
the institutions of learning under the care of the Conference, 
and while the reports submitted to us have not been as full as we 
desired, we are nevertheless glad to learn from those reports that the 
patronage of our schools is increasing, and that the outlook is en- 
couraging. This is especially gratifying when we remember the 
financial depression from which the country has not yet recovered. 

We have three colleges that are the property cf*the Conference. 
Trinity College, Weaverville College and Davenport College. 

Trinity Collage. 

The new President of Trinity College, Rev. John C. Kilgo, whom 
we rejoice to have with us, and whom we heartily welcome to the 
work of Christian education in our midst, reports that institution in 
good condition. There is great harmony among the members of the 
faculty, and betweeti faculty and students, and faithful work is be- 
ing done. He reports that the most pressing need of the college is 
a chapel, and suggests that steps be taken to build one to the mem- 
on' of Dr. Craven, to be called the Craven Memorial Chapel. This 
would certainly be a beautiful and becoming way of expressing our 
appreciation of Dr. Craven’s devotion to, and of his eminent sendees 
in behalf of Christian education ; and we urge our preachers and 
people to co-operate with President Kilgo in this enterprise, and 
also in his efforts to increase the college library. 

After hearing President Kilgo’s statements and views with refer- 
ence to the conduct of Trinity College, we are willing to commit the 
administration of that institution, with reference to certain matters 
criticised at our last Conference, into his hands, believing that he 
will happily solve, satisfactorily to us, the problems now confront- 
ing the college. 

Weaverville College. 

President M. A. Yost, of Weaverville College, reports the con- 
tinued success and progress of that institution. The enrollment for 
the present term is 172, and a large increase is expected at the be- 
ginning of the second term. We recommend that Rev. C. W. Byrd 
and Rev. H. F. Chreitzberg be added to the Board of Trustees. 
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Davenport College 

is reported by its President, J. D. Minick, as in successful operation. 
By request of the Board of Trustees we recommend that the Legisla- 
ture of the State be petitioned to change the name and title of the 
institution by striking out the word “Female,” thus making it 
“ Davenport College.” 

We further recommend that the Board of Trustees be reorganized 
by making it to consist of fifteen members, as follows : The Presid- 

ing Elder of the district in which the college is located, the preacher 
in charge of Lenoir Station, the preacher in charge of Lenoir Circuit, 
ex-officio, and twelve other members* viz., P. J. Moore, Dr. J. M. 
Spainhour, J. R. Wilson, R. R. Wakefield, M. E. Shell, Marcus 
Deal, W. H. Cloyd, P. J. Johnson, J. L. Nelson, M. M. Courtney, J. 
R. Widby, J. D. Minick ; their term of office to be as follows : The 

first four for six years, the second four for four years, and the last 
four for two years. 

We would especially commend these schools that are the prop- 
erty of the Conference to the patronage of our people, and urge them 
to rally to their support. 



Greensboro Female College 

is a Methodist, though not a Conference school. We are glad to 
learn that notwithstanding the great loss it sustained in the death 
of its honored President, Rev. F. L. Reid, D. D., the institution is 
not only holding* its own, but under the able management of Presi- 
dent Peacock, is growing more successful, having 23 more pupils now 
than it had at this time last year. We commend this school to the 
patronage of our people, and recommend that Rev. J. D. Arnold be 
appointed to a professorship in it. 

Asheville Female College 

is another Methodist school within our bounds. Though not the 
property of our Conference, it is closely allied to our Church. It is 
splendidly equipped for the education of young ladies, and we re- 
commend it to the patronage of our people and of the general public, 
and recommend the reappointment of Rev. James Atkins, D. D., as 
President. 

We have a deep interest in the permanent prosperitj r of Payne 
Institute, founded as it is for the education of teachers and preachers 
connected with the Colored M. E. Church, in America, and we re- 
commend that $300, the amount requested of us, be assessed this 
Conference 011 the same basis with the other collections. 

It has given us pleasure to have with us, Dr. W. W. Smith, the 
Secretary of the General Board of Education. We desire to express 
our appreciation of his visit, and pledge him our co-operation in the 
important undertaking of more thoroughly organizing our educa- 
tional work. 

The educational statistics for the year are as follows : Value of 

property, $ 245 , 000 . Number of teachers, 37. Number of pupils, 584. 

We are glad to know that Bellwood Institute is in a flourishing 
condition. We recommend the appointment of Rev. D. P. Tate and 
J. P. Rogers as teachers in the same. 

We recommend that an educational assessment of $ 5,000 be 
made, $ 5,000 to go to Trinity College, $ 1,000 to Weaverville, $500 to 
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Trinity High School, $200 to Davenport College, and the remaining 
$300 to the General Board of Education.

Report No. 2. 



The action of the last General Conference in constituting a Board 
of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and the 
election of a Secretary of Education, we regard as eminently wise. 
In order to complete the organization in our own Conference and to 
facilitate the work in behalf of this important interest of the Church, 
your Board recommends the adoption of the following : 

1 . This Conference shall elect a Conference Secretary of Edu- 
cation, to serve without salary, to whom the several District Boards 
of Education, hereinafter provided for, shall report immediately 
upon their organization. It shall be the duty of the Conference 
Secretary of Education to see that the District Boards be furnished 
with catalogues of all our institutions and with all information nec- 
essary to the prosecution of the work of the District Beards, and to 
keep a roster of teachers desiring situations, and to put them in cor- 
respondence with the Boards applying for teachers. 

2. This Conference shall also elect a Conference Treasurer of 
Education, to whom all moneys belonging to the Conference Board 
of Education shall be paid and who shall pay out of the said funds 
the expenses of the Secretary of the Board for stationery, printing, 
etc., and the traveling expenses of members of the District Boards 
when in the discharge of their duties as members of the Board, and 
shall present an itemized statement of all moneys received and dis- 
bursed by him to the Annual Conference Board of Education, with 
vouchers therefor. 



II. District Boards of Education. 

Every District Conference shall elect, for a term of two years, 
four laymen, and the Presiding Elder shall appoint three preachers 
from his district, as a District Board of Education.. The Presiding 
Elder shall be ex-officio a member of the Board, and he shall have 
power to fill any vacancies occurring in the Board, in the interim cf 
District Conferences. He shall call a meeting of the Board for his 
district in the mouth of April, which shall effect its own organiza- 
tion and report the same to the Conference Secretary of Education ; 
and lay such plans for their work in the district as in their judgment 
are advisable. The four laymen upon this Board shall be ex-cfficio 
members of the District Conference. It shall be the duty of the 
District Boards of Education : 

1. To secure through the Local Boards of Education, herein- 
after provided for, such facts concerning the number of children and 
young people of our own church of school age and the facilities for 
education within their bounds as shall enable the Church to know 
the needs of our people ; to secure from the Secretary the names of 
such teachers as desire situations, and to do all in their power to 
supply the local needs within the bounds of their several districts ; 
to procure the names and addresses of such young people as may be

induced to attend our academies and colleges and to report them to 
the faculties ; personally to aid the agents of our schools in what- 
ever way possible when canvassing within their bounds ; and to re- 
port in writing to the District Conference the work of the Board for 
the year, together with the statistics before mentioned. 

2. No student for our ministry shall be admitted to our acade- 
mies or college as a beueficiary student, who has not been recom- 
mended to the District Board by the Local Board of the charge in 
which he holds his membership, and by the District Board to the 
faculty of the institution which he proposes to enter. When such 
application is made and approved, the District Board shall dili- 
gently enquire what amount of aid is absolutely necessary for such 
applicant, to meet expenses other than tuition, and shall inform the 
Local Boards of the amounts expected from them ; and the Local 
Boards shall raise the amounts in such a way as they deem best ; 
and the said amounts, when raised, shall be forwarded to the Treas- 
urer of the Conference Board of Education with information for 
whom it is to be used. 

3. No school shall be recommended to the patronage of our 
people by the District Conferences that has not secured the approval 
of the District Board of Education.

III. Local Boards. 

In each pastoral charge there shall be a Local Board of Educa- 
tion, consisting of three members, to be elected by the Quarterly 
Conference upon nomination of the preacher in charge. It shall be 
the duty of the Local Board : 

1 . To co-operate with the pastor and Sunday-school superin- 
tendent in arranging and executing a programme for Children’s Day. 

2. To secure, as far as possible, the statistics called for by the 
District Board of Education. 

3. To aid the representatives of our educational institutions in 
the canvass of the charge.

4. To recommend to the District Board of Education such per- 
sons as they approve as beneficiary candidates for the ministry, 
to report whether they are unable to provide for the expenses of 
their education other than tuition, and to raise the amount laid upon 
the charge by the District Board. 

5. To report in writing to the District Board of Education the 
statistics gathered by them of the educational work within the pas- 
toral charges, together with the number of students attending our 
institutions of learning from their charges. 

In order to carry this organization into effect at once, we recom- 
mend that the Presiding Elders be requested now to name four lay- 
men in each of their several districts to be elected by this Confer- 
ence, to act until the meeting of the District Conference, and that 
the Presiding Elders to be appointed add to these, immediately after 
the appointments are made, the clerical members necessary to com- 
plete the Board. 

In order further to forward the work of education within our 
Conference, we recommend that the Annual Conference Board of 
Education be elected to serve for four years.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EPWORTH LEAGUE. 



Your Epworth League Committee, appointed at our last Annual 
Conference, respectfully submit the following report : 

In accordance with the agreement made at a joint meeting of 
the Epworth League Committees of the North Carolina and 
Western North Carolina Conferences, we have endeavored to 
co-operate with our Presiding Elders in bringing the Epworth 
League interests prominently before our people, at the District Con- 
ferences ; which efforts have meet with gratifying success. 

According to statistics reported up to August 1, there were 45 
Epworth Leagues, with an aggregate membership of about 2,300 in 
our Conference, which represented about three-fourths of the Ep- 
worth Leagues and membership in the State. Feeling gratified at 
the success already attained, and desiring to further promote this 
important work, we recommend, 

1 That an Epworth League Standing Committee be appointed 
for a term of four years, to have charge of all the interests of our 
Epworth Leagues, subject to the direction of our Annual Conference. 

2 . That, whereas, it is important to keep this new institution 
affiliated with our other institutions, and adjusted to our regular 
church machinery, our Presiding Elders as far as practicable, hold 
League Anniversaries in connection with their District Conferences, 
and that Thursday night of our Annual Conference week be ob- 
served as Epworth League Anniversary ; and that this be the order 
of exercises for said night of this Conference. 

3. That, whereas, we believe that a State Conference of our 
Epworth League workers would strengthen the bond of unity now 
existing between the two Conferences, and would promote our Ep- 
worth League interests by imparting instruction and arousing enthu- 
siasm among the young people of our church, and whereas our 
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Discipline provides for the same, and whereas, the Board of Trus- 
tees of Trinity College has tendered Trinity Park to be used for this 
purpose ; therefore a State League Conference be held at Trinit}' 
Park, Durham, N. C., duringthe summer of 1895, provided the North 
Carolina Annual Conference unite with us in the same ; and that our 
Epworth League Committee co-operate with a similar committee to 
be appointed by the North Carolina Conference, to arrange for 
holding said State League Conference. 

4 . That, whereas, we believe a State Summer School, or Cha- 
tauqua, wherein our various Methodist interests could be repre- 
sented would also promote the same bond of unity, as well as the 
general welfare of North Carolina Methodism, and whereas, the 
Board of Trustees of Trinity College has tendered Trinity Park for 
this purpose also, therefore this Conference appoints a committee 
consisting of Revs. C. W. Byrd, James Atkins and A. P. Tver, who 
shall confer with a like committee to be appointed by the North 
Carolina Conference, and who shall take such steps as they may 
deem expedient towards establishing said Summer School. 

5 . That, whereas, we believe our best religious work to be that 
loyally done within the sphere of our own church, and that, whereas, 
several outside organizations have sprung up in our midst, having 
the tendency to draw away our young people from regular church 
work ; therefore, we disapprove of the organization among our mem- 
bers of any such outside societies antogonistic to our Epworth 
League; and that furthermore our pastors organize Epworth Leagues 
on their charges, wherever practicable. 

6 That, regretting so few of our Leagues have responded to 
the assessment of ten cents per member, made by the General Ep- 
worth League Board for needed expenses, we urge all our delinquent 
Leagues to pay this assessment as early as possible. 

7 . That, while we regret some utterances by the editor, we 
commend to the patronage of our Leagues the “ Epworth Era,” our 
League organ, as a valuable aid in our work. 

3 . That, whereas, we “desire,” with our illustrious father, John 
Wesley, “to have a league offensive and defensive with every sol- 
dier of Jesus Christ,” we heartily endorse the International League 
Conference to be held at Chattanooga, Tenn., in June, 1895. 

9 . That we request the Joint -Board of Finance to add on our 
Annual Conference Report, separate and fuller blanks for our Ep- 
worth League reports similar to blanks for Sunday-school reports. 

Praying that we may be divinely guided, and that this impor- 
tant work of our church may be greatly blessed to the edification 
and salvation of souls.

REPORT OF BIBLE CAUSE. 



Your committee respectfully submit the following report and 
recommend its adoption by the Conference : 

The Western North Carolina Conference heartily endorses the 
advanced position taken by the late General Conference with regard 
to the Bible Cause and will render prompt compliance with the re- 
quirements of the Discipline. Let the pastors see that this cause is 
duly presented to their people, and that this may be done intelli- 
gently, let them call upon the District Superintendent of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society for whatever information they may need for this 
purpose. The Conference notes with pleasure the large increase in 
the number and amount of the contributions to the Bible Cause as 
shown in the reports of this year, and hope that this is but the be- 
ginning of the general and liberal support which this cause will 
hereafter receive. 

We are also pleased to learn from the last annual report of the 
American Bible Society that this great agency of the church contin- 
ues to prosper in its noble work of circulating the Word of Life. 
Despite the stringency of the times its treasury, in the good providence 
of God, was supplied with sufficient funds to carry on the work, 
chiefly through an unprecedented amount of legacies. During the 
last year, we learn, it printed and circulated in the home field about 
1,000,000 copies of the sacred Scriptures, and in the foreign about 
400,000 copies more. And the work of supplying your missionaries, 
the emigrants flocking to this country, and especially the children 
of our land, with the Bible, is going 011 prosperously.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON DISTRICT CONFERENCE 
JOURNALS. 



Your Committee on District Conference Records beg leave to 
submit the following report : 

The Journal of the Charlotte District Conference was not before 
the Committee. Those placed in our hands have been carefully ex- 
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amined and we find the record for Greensboro District Conference 
deserving special mention for its neatness and accuracy. It is well* 
nigh perfect. 

Those of the Statesville and Salisbury District Conferences have 
been neatly and well kept. 

The general appearance of the record of Winston District is 
good. We note, however, numerous abbreviations, such as Del. for 
Delegate, Sta. for Station, Com. for Committee, Conf. for Conference, 

Dist. for District, etc. 

Mt. Airy District record is neatly kept, but the following inac- 
curacies occur : M. E. Church, South, for Methodist Episcopal 

Church, South. Initials P. E. and P. C. often occur on pages 98-100 
in the body of the records where the words Presiding Elder and 
Preacher in Charge should be written in full. For instance on page 
99 in the report of Jefferson Circuit occurs the following : “Perhaps 

30% of the P. C. & P. E.’s salaries have been paid.” At the bottom 
of page 96 a preamble and resolutions occur iollowed by the state- 
ment, “After slight amendment the same were adopted.” What the 
amendment was does not appear. On page 118 the first item in the 
report of the Committee on Missions recommending the division of 
Sparta Circuit is ambiguous. 

In the Asheville District records we find no complete roll of 
members. O11 page 82 the name of James Gattis occurs out of its 
proper place as he was a visitor and not a la}’ delegate Abbrevia- : 
tions, such as “M. E.” for Methodist Episcopal and “W. M. Society” 
for Woman’s Missionary Society, should not occur, also “Dist.” ior 
District. On page 83, afternoon session, it is not stated who pres- 
ided, nor that the Conference was even called to order. 

Morganton District Conference records are very well kept but 
are open to the following criticisms : There is no complete roll of 

the members. On page 53, lines 16-18 are incomplete and hence de- 
void of clearness. On page 54, line 3 the word “session” is omitted 
after morning. On the same page, line 20, “Began in a hearing of 
reports.” It should be, “Then called for reports from the different 
charges.” 

The record of the Franklin District Conference has been fairly 
kept. Some criticisms are deserved. After the name of each lay 
member present occurs the small letter “d” the purport of which is 
hard to understand. The first session adjourned to meet at 3 p. m. 
by special action when the same hour had been previously deter- 
mined upon by resolution. The morning and afternoon sessions of 
the second day were adjourned after the benediction it coming in 
presumably as a matter of business. Many abbreviations occur 
where the whole word should have been written. 

In the Shelby District records the writing is very poor, being at 
times scarcely legible. It is also wanting in neatness — erasions be- 
ing made by simply drawing the pen through the words to be erased. 

On page 40, afternoon session, first day, occurs the following : 

R. B. Miller moved that the opening of tomorrow afternoon’s session 
be the order of the day for the election of lay delegates to the An- 
nual Conference. This we regard as very ambiguous.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 



We would reiterate and emphasize the report of the Committee 
of last year on this subject, and add the additional language of our 
Discipline enacted by the last General Conference, viz : 

Resolved, i. That we emphasize the importance of enforcing 
the provisions of our Discipline in regard to drinking, drunkenness 
and the manufacture of liquor, and that we pledge ourselves to con- 
tinue the fight for prohibition to the end. 

Resolved, 2. That we will urge our preachers to deliver at 
least one sermon on temperance at each church, or preaching place, 
on the charge during the year. 

* OUR DISCIPLINE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Question : What shall be done for the extirpation of the great 

evil of intemperance ? 

Answer 1: Let all our preachers and members faithfully observe 
our general rules which forbid drunkenness or drinking spirituous 
liquors unless in cases of necessity. 

Answer 2: I11 case of drunkenness, let the Discipline be admin- 

istered as in case of immorality, drunkenness being a crime ex- 
pressly forbidden in the word of God. I11 cases of drinking, except 
in cases of necessity let the discipline be administered as for impru- 
dent or improper conduct. 

Answer 3 : Let all our preachers and members abstain from the 

manufacture or sale of intoxicating liquors to be used as a beverage, 
from signing petitions for such sale, from becoming bondsmen for 
any person as a condition for obtaining a license, and from renting 
property to be used for such purposes. 

If any member shall violate any of the provisions of this para- 
graph, he shall be deemed guilty of immorality ; nevertheless, if a 
member shall sign a petition for, or shall become a bondsman for 
any person engaged in such traffic, or shall rent property to be used 
for such sale, it shall be the duty of the pastor to deal with the 
offender as provided for in chapter vii, paragraph 296, page 127.

of an English education and a considerable amount of general infor- 
mation, by his twentieth year. Had his means and opportunities 
corresponded with his capacity for culture, his attainments w r ould 
have been second to those of but few men in the State. And if he 
could have in early life pursued his favorite scientific predilections, 
his name would have been famous in North Carolina, if not in the 
world, in scientific circles, on account of his eminence in geological 
and mineralogical studies. In business he was energetic, persever- 
ing and successful. He was converted September, 1836, at Caney 
River Camp-meeting, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
In June, 1837, he was licensed to preach, and the following Octo- 
ber was admitted on trial in the Holston Conference. He was 
appointed Junior with Rev. Daniel Payne on the LaFayette circuit, 
in North Georgia. He diligently sought to remedy the deficiencies 
of his earlier education by studying those branches most intimately 
connected with pure English, while pursuing the prescribed curric- 
ulum of the Conference. His progress was rapid. His next 
appointment was Lebanon circuit, Virginia. Exposure to a rigor- 
ous climate and daily preaching brought on throat troubles. He 
was then appointed agent for Holston College, Newmarket, Ten- 
nessee. In 1840-1 he traveled the Wytheville circuit. His next 
appointment w r as Jonesborough circuit, in Tennessee. During the 
year nearly eight hundred were added to the church. At the ensu- 
ing Conference he was made Financial Agent of Emory and Henry 
College. His next appointment was Wytheville circuit, and in 1845 
Athens station; 1846-7, Rogersville circuit; 1848, Rogersville district; 
1849-50, Greenville district. In 1850 he was a member of the Gen- 
eral Conference. 

On September 21, 1847, he was happily married to Miss Marga- 
ret R., daughter of Captain M. D. Bearden, of Knox County, Tenn., 
who became a helpmete indeed to him. Gentle, mild, and kind ; 
attractive in body, mind and character, she became the light of his 
home, where her influence, like nature’s silent yet mighty forces 
become a potent factor in life and destiny, and contributed much to 
the happiness of the home they built, and the interesting family of 
children reared to honor and usefulness. She still survives to 
mourn his departure. 

The heavy work on the Greenville District completely broke 
down his health, and he was compelled to take the supernumerary 
relation. In 1853, he accepted the agency of the American Coloni- 
zation Society for Tennessee, which position he held but a few 
months. Having from his youth had a taste for mineralogical and 
geological research he had for years in view, the establishing the 
harmony between the Bible properly interpreted and geology rightly 
understood. Now, having been debarred pastoral work, and as oc- 
casion offered exercising his gifts as a local elder, he more fully 
committed himself to scientific research. This proved an inspir- 
ation to health, developed his scientific knowledge, and led to 
the discovery of corundum and a number of valuable minerals hith- 
erto unknown to North Carolina’s mineralogical possessions. 

A few years before his death he was readmitted into the Confer- 
ence, but tiis health was such that his name continued on the roll 
of superannuates until the close of his life. A little over a year pre- 
ceding his death he was seriously disabled by a fall from his horse, 
while alone crossing the Nantahala Mountains, and where he lay all 
night until found nine or ten o’clock the next day. He had but 
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partially recovered, when he was attacked with his last fatal illness 
a gnppe, last Jcinuary. In less than a week it ran its fatal course.’ 
. , In . a .,^ e relations of life he was a true man ; he was a broad 
minded citizen. In i 85 i he was a member of the Constitutional 
Convention of North Carolina. As an expert mineralogist and a

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He was in the active work forty years, and an honored superan- 
nuate for twenty years. Thousands were brought to Christ through 
his ministry. His great grandfather was a Baptist minister, and his 
father a great worker in the church. His life itself was a sermon. 
Rarely ever was there to be found such a noble and happy combina- 
tion of fun, wit, sense and goodness. While he was not a great 
preacher, he was above the average ; a man full of faith and the 
Holy Ghost. He was gifted in prayer, and at times rose to sublime 
heights in his praises and devotions. To the last he was the same 
genial, happy Christian he had been through all the years. His 
conversations concerning his departure were as though he were 
about to make a visit to some dear friend. He gave directions for 
his funeral, and said to this writer: “I am soon going to take a 

journey, and I want to say to you now, that I have no ^choice be- 
tween lying down on this bed or in my grave. I am afraid that if I 
commit sin now it is in being too anxious to go. When I am gone, 
if you can say anything good about me and tell the truth I shall be 
glad ; but if not, sing a hymn and lay me to rest. Sing at the church 
that sweet old hymn : ‘I am going home to die no more.’ When 

you have laid me to rest in my grave, and it has been filled, and you 
have done all let the last thing be to sing, ‘Praise God from whom 
all blessings flow.’” 

Assisted by Rev. J. B. Carpenter, we conducted his funeral in 
the presence of a large congregation of weeping friends and ad- 
mirers. We laid him in Elmwood Cemetery, and as we sang the 
Doxology, as he requested, we felt like praising God that He had 
given the world such a useful life and peaceful, triumphant death, 
as that of Father Haltom. May we live the life of the righteous 
and may our last end be like his.

REV. CASWELL W. KING.

Rev. Caswell W. King, son of Charles and Barbara King, was 
born in Guilford County, N. C., March 5, 1829, and died at his home 
near Pleasant Garden, Guilford County, N. C., October 4., 1894. He 
married Mary S. Fentress, daughter of Frederick and Maria Fen- 
tress, of Guilford County, December 4, 1864. Ten children were 
born to them, of whom three sons and one daughter, with the be- 
reaved wife and mother, survive. 

He was converted and united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, at Raleigh, 1846, under the ministry of the Rev. F. 
S. Campbell. In 1854 he was licensed to preach by the Rev. D. B. 
Nicholson, Presiding Elder, and was admitted into the North Caro- 
lina Conference at Pittsboro, in the fall of 1854. He was appointed 
to the following charges : 
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In 1855 Mattamuskeet Circuit, junior preacher ; 1856, Davidson 
Circuit; 1857, Stanley Circuit; 1858, Halifax Circuit; 1859, Nash- 
ville Circuit; 1860, Rocky Point Circuit; 1861-2-3, Mission in Nash 
County ; 1864, South Guilford Circuit ; 1865, Cumberland Circuit ; 
1866, Troy Circuit ; 1867, Uwliarrie Circuit ; 1868, Kingston Circuit ; 
i 869> biorth Guilford Circuit; 1870, Pleasant Garden Circuit; 1871, 
Hatteras Mission ; 1872-3, superannuated ; 1874, High Rock Mission; 
1875-80, superannuated ; 1881-4, Dan River Mission ; 1885, superan- 
nuated ; 1886, Antioch Mission ; 1887, Deep River Mission ; 1888-94, 
superannuated. 

He was ordained deacon at Greensboro, in 1856, by Bishop 
Early, and was ordained elder in 1858, by Bishop Kavanaugh. Bro. 
King was a man of energy and industry. He was never idle. After 
he was superannuated he traveled and sold Bibles and other good 
books, and preached when an opportunity was afforded. He was 
with me last year in most of my protracted meetings, rendering 
valuable help, preaching, singing, praying and exhorting. He was 
a very congenial companion, so humble, so pure, so good, so sweet 
spirited. His conversation was ever about heaven, Christ and the 
church. He talked religion wherever he went. Truly he was a 
spiritually minded man. He was charitable in his conversation. I 
never heard him speak a harmful word of any man. He had that 
charity that thinketh no evil, but always puts the best construction 
on the motives and conduct of others. Bro. King was very anxious 
to get work last fall at Charlotte. He seemed very much disap- 
pointed when he failed to get an appointment, but after he was 
taken sick he saw the wisdom of the brethren in not giving him 
work. After Christmas he spent a few days in Greensboro, when he 
made arrangements to engage in mission work during the year. He 
began his work there on the first Sunday of January. He came 
home the following week ; and, while at home he was stricken with 
sub-acute rheumatism. He had been troubled with Bright’s disease 
for a number of years. His lungs were also affected. With this 
combination of diseases his sufferings were very great. For ten 
months he had to endure the most excruciating pain. Not a limb, 
joint or muscle was free from pain ; but amid it all he would sing, 
and often shout the praises of God. From the first he did not think 
that he would ever be well again ; but he had no anxiety about the 
matter. He was patient, cheerful and resigned. 

It was my privilege to be wfith him a great deal during his sick- 
ness. It was a great pleasure and a means of grace to me. He 
would ask about my work and the brethren of the Conference. He 
said : “ Tell the brethren of the Conference that I am interested in 

them, am praying for them, and that all is well with me.” After 
talking of the work, he would turn the conversation to his own ex- 
perience and speak hopefully of the future. I asked him if there 
was anything in the way. He said: “There is nothing. All is well. 
Jesus is with me, I have no fears.” He would ask me to read, sing, 
and pray with him. His favorite hymn was “Lord Jesus I long to 
be perfectly whole.” 

It seemed to give him great pleasure for his friends to visit him. 
He appreciated any kindness from them. 

Some weeks before his death, at his request, I administered the 
Sacrament of the Lord's Supper to him. During these services he 
would rejoice and praise God. “His Christian life glowed with in- 
creasing lustre and his experience in the things of God grew richer 
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as he approached the end. While the outward man w r as perishing 
the inward man was renewed day by day, until the weary wheels of 
life stood still.” 

He was conscious all through his sickness until about three 
weeks before his death, when he commenced having convulsions. 
After this he seemed to be in a stupor most of the time, and talked 
but little. Once, after he had had a hard convulsion, he said : ‘‘I 

thought the Saviour had come for me.” He had to wait only a few 
days more until the Saviour did come and take his spirit home. 

After a funeral service conducted by the writer, assisted by the 
Rev. N. R. Richardson, and the Rev. A. G. Kirkmau, his body was 
laid to rest by the side of his children in Pleasant Garden grave- 
yard.
